• Please wire whether you consid­ 
er it important to nominate candi­ 
dates pledged to ratify Versailles 
treaty without Lodge reservations. 
The reply of the president fol­ 
lows ; 
I think it imperative that party 
should at once proclaim itself the 
uncompromising champion of the 
nation’s honor and 
the advcoate

States can do in the service of 
humanity; that it should indorse 
and support the Versailles treaty
